“My income,” he replied, “Is derived 
mainly from my lectures, with something 
additional from articles written for other | 
publications and something from my own 
paper. The amount of my income has 
been greatly exaggerated. I make more 
speeches for nothing than I do for pay, | 
and I devote more time to public work | 
than I do to personal gain. The income 


that I receive comes from the people who 

tattend my lectures and who read what 

I write, and my obligation is to the whole 

people rather than to any special class, 
His Views Unchanged. 

**My views have not changed on public 
questions. I am standing for the same 
things now that I stood for then, and I 
think no one will deny that. I could 
make more by siding with the corpora- 
tions than I could by lecturing. My polit- 
ical prominence has been an advantage 
to me in that it has given me a larger 
circle of readers and a larger audience, 
but I could have used that influence to 
Sreater pecuniary advantage. For in- 
stance, I was offered $25,000 a year as 
counsel for a corporation. But that posi- 
tion would have taken me out of the polit- 
ical field. 

“By lecturing and writing I can make 
what I need in one-half the time, and 
have the rest for public work. Political 

rominence is an asset in any kind of 
usiness. I could not have turned my 
attention to anything where it would not 
have been an advantage, and had I used 
all my time lecturing and writing I would 
have made twice as much as I have made. 
The question is not what I have made, 
but ether I have made it legitimately. 
I think no one will deny that I have made 
it legitimately. 

“The next question is whether my 
earning power has changed my view on 

ublic questions. No one would contend 
or a minute that it has.”

The $5,000,000 of Lexington Avenue 
stock remained in the treasury until the 
Lexington Avenue Company was consoli- 
dated with the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company, whose entire share capi- 
tal was also owned by the Traction Com- 
pany. It was then canceled. 

(b}) The same procedure was followed 
in connection with the Columbus and 
Ninth Avenue Company, which issued to 
the Traction Company $3,000,000 of bonds 
(also sold at par and interest) and $3,000,- 
000 of stock, also exchanged for Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company stock. 


Change of Form in Stock. 


When the Lexington Avenue Company 
($5,000,000 capital), the Columbus Avo- 
nue Company ($3,000,000 capital), and the 
Metropolitan Crosstown Company ($300,- 
000 capital) were merged in the-Metropol- 
itan Street Railway Company, all of the 
shares of these four companies were 
owned by the Traction Company, and the 
only actual result was the extinguishment 
of the stock of the three merged compa- 
nies and the corresponding enlargement 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany’s stock to $16,500,000, which contin- 
ued to remain in the treasury of the 
Traction Company. In other words, it 
was no more than a change of form in 
etock certificates, which could result in 
no loss or profit to any one, since the 
complete ownership was undivided.

any, which issued $1,000,000 stock and 
$1,000,000 bonds, secured by a mortgage 
to the Central Trust Company, trustee. 
The old bonds ($1,300,000) were placed 
under this mortgage and are now so held 
by the Central Trust Company. The new

interest, and the proceeds went into the 
treasury of the Traction Company.

‘‘insiders,’’ therefore, never h any ex~- 
istence.

any did the combined stock holdings of 
Messrs. Whitney, Ryan, idener, Elkins, 
one olan amount to 25 per cent. of the 

otal. . 

Neither Mr. Whitney, nor Mr. Ryan, nor 
Mr. Widener, nor Mr. Elkins, nor Mr. 
Dolan, nor Mr. Vreeland ever had a dol- 
lar of interest in any construction con- 
tract of either the Metropolitan Traction, 
Metropolitan Street Railway, or any sub- 
sidiary company connected with the sys- 


As to this transaction, the simple truth 
is that several hundred thousand dollars 
had been advanced by Messrs. Dolan, 
Whitney, Ryan, Widener, and Elkins to 
cover expenditures which had been made 
for the bene®it of the property. The 
$111,000 paid to each of them in connec- 
tion with the Wall and Cortlandt Street 

urchase was the precise amount, with 
nterest, which each had advanced. 


Not Looted, But Throttled. 


The failure of the surface lines was not 
due to any of the causes alleged, but to 
conditions which were mainly the results 
of State interference. Among these are: 

1. The extension of the free-transfer 
obligation by legislative enactment and 
court decisions, so that the fare per pas- 
senger has been reduced from 5 cents to 
only a little more than 3 cents. 

2. Enormous increases in taxes, the 
special franchise tax alone having almost 
doubled the system’s burden of taxation. 

3. The extraordinary congestion of 
street traffic, resulting in greatly in- 
creased cost of operation and mainte- 
nance, and also in an abnormal burden 
of accident claims, this item alone 
amounting to $2,000,000 a year, or about 
10 per cent. of the gross receipts. 

4. The competition of subway lines, 
built with the aid of the city’s credit. 

These causes have reduced the net 
earnings .of the system fully $6,000,000 a 
year, or more than 10 per cent. upon the 
company’s capital stock. 

The company was not “looted "’; it was 
throttled. 


GRAND JURY’S STATEMENT. 


It Found No: Evidences of Crime to 
Act Upon. 


This is the statement of the Grand Jury 
upon the subject of traction conditions 
and their causes: 

“When the Grand Jury took up the 
investigation of this class of crimes or 


| alleged crimes, it was impressed with the 


deplorable condition of the street surface 
railways of this city, both on the physical 
and financial side. For a long time pub- 
lic attention had been attracted to this 
subject. There had been very many civil 
litigations, very many people had suf- 
fered severe losses, and the flercést news- 
paper eriticism had been directed against 
the persons managing and controlling the 


;}management of these railways. 


‘The members of the Grand Jury, while 
determined to- discharge the duties In a 
judicial manner, yet as individuals, could 
not but feel that the physical and finan- 
cial destruction of these properties was 
due in no inconsiderable degree, to dis- 
honest and probably criminal acts, rather 


| than to mistakes of judgment and lavish 


or reckless financlering. While much has 
appeared in methods and. expenditures, 
which. in the light of experience, sound 
business judgment would not sanction, 
and there were disbursements deserving 


severe condemnation, yet, after a pro- 
longed and careful investigation, the 
Grand Jury has not been able to obtain 
any evidence showing the commission of 
a crime on which it could act." 

The Grand Jury sets forth in its pre- 
sentment the invitation éxtended to all 
citizens at the outset of its work to ald 
it in the discovery of financial crime. 
So far as concerned the banking situation 
it notes the indictments already found 
against William E. Montgomery, Edward 
R. Thomas, Orlando F. Thomas, and 
Charles W. Morse. In connection with 
traction matters, the Grand Jury presents 
the fact that it has received charges 01 
suggestions from William M. Ivins, spe- 
cial counsel of the Public Service Com- 
mission; Herbert R. Limburg, Special Dep 
uty Attorney General in the New York 
City Railway dissolution ‘suit; Paul Ful- 
ler, attorney for an Inter-Met. stock- 
holder who is seeking to have the mer- 
ger declared illegal; Franklin _Pierce, at- 
torney for the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Stockholders’ Committee; William F 
King, Chairmdn of this committee, and 
William N. Amory. 


Charges Vague and Indefinite. 


The majority of the charges made by 
these individuals are characterized by the 
Grand Jury as vague and indefinite. How- 
ever, the topics covered by the different 
charges and suggestions made are sum- 
marized, together with the comments of 
the Grand Jury in a memorandum of 
thirty typewritten pages, wnich is made 
an exhibit of the presentment. This 
memorandum comprises the entire evi- 
dence taken in the investigation. The 
other exhibits accompanying the present- 
ment comprise all of the communications 
which the Grand Jury received, a table 
showing the earnings of the surface lines 
for a series of, years, and the tabulation 


of statistics on the subject of transfers!

A Bit of New Traction History. 


The memorandum in which the Grand 
Jury discusses the various classes of

teresting.» Perhaps the most important 


development in this connection comes by 
way of explanation of an item of $28,600 
paid to Thomad F. Ryan by the Metro- 
politan Securities Company. This was_one 
of the unexplained payments of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission's investigation, 
and it now appears that it was a part of a 
very important chapter of traction his- 
tory concerning which little has been 
known heretofore. 

In the Summer of 1903, according_ to 
Wall Street history, supplemented by Mr. 
Ryan's testimony in the Weill suit against 
the New York City Railway's Directors, 
Mr. Ryan took up from Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
the amount of Metropolitan security stock 
for which the bankers had subscribed on 


behalf of themselves and their immediate | 
clientele on the original flotation of the | 


Metropolitan Securities Company in 1902. 


It came out in the evidence taken by the | 
Grand Jury that this block of Metropoli- 


tan Securities stock comprised the entire 
$6,400,000 par value subscribed by the 
bankers and included the original 300 full- 
— shares with which the Metropolitan 
ecurities Company had been organized. 
The stock of the Securities Company 
in general was at that time half paid, 
and the explanation given to the Grand 
Jury of the $28,500 check was ‘that it 
represented an adjustment between Mr. 
Ryan and the company on the 300. shares 
of full paid stock. It appeared further, 
however, that the entire block of stock 


taken over from Kuhn, Loeb & Co. sub-} 


sequently found 


its way through the 
Metropolitan 


Securities Company into 
the treasury of the Interborough-Met- 
ropolitan Company at tne same 
at which. Mr. Ryan bought it. which was 
$90 a share. The Grand Jury did not 
inquire as to the conditions under which 
this Metropolitan Securities stock got 


into the Interborough-Metropolitan treas- | 


ury, the reason being, according to an 
authoritative explanation, that this last 
mentioned transaction was not included 
in any of the charges made by individuals 
to the Grand Jury. 


Wall and Cortlandt Street Lines. 
The explanation of the

Going ,back to the beginning of the 
| transaction, as related to the Grand Jury, 
one finds the testimony of Mr. Vreeland, 
that prior to 1900 he had advanced from 
time to time. moneys of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway, aggregating in excess of 
$500,000, to Mr. Whitney for purposes 
which the latter, who was at one time an 
officer or Director of the company, did 
not explain in detail. Mr. Vreeland under- 
stood them to be political payments. At 
the beginning of 1900 Mr. Vreeland was 
oressing to have these moneys repaid, and 
t was in response to these requests, ac- 
cording to the testimony, that Mr. Whit- 
ney asked Mr. Ryan, Mr. Dolan, Mr. 
Widener, and Mr. Elkins to contribute 
with himself $500,000. All of the checks 
drawn at that time went into evi- 
dence before the Grand Jury. Mr. Ryan's 
check for $100,000 was drawn to the order 
of Mr. Widener. Mr. Ryan testified to 
this, it appears, in the Weill suit, in the 
Municipal Court last week, and was in- 
correctly reported at that time as hav- 
ing said that the original $500,000 of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway was paid to 
Mr. Whitney. 


Mr. Whitney Got the Checks. 


Thechecks of Mr. Widener, Mr. Dolan, and 
Mr. Elkins, in evidence before the Grand 
Jury, wereall made payable to Mr.Whitney. 
The reason why Mr. Ryan should have 
made his check payable to Mr. Widener 
while the Philadelphia contingent made 
their checks all payable to Mr. 
was not stated to the Grand Jury. At any 
event, the checks Were all turned over 
to Mr. Whitney, who arranged through 
the firm of George C. Huhne & Co. of 
Philadelphia 
warded to Mr. Vreeland and credited to 
the Metropolitan Street Railway. At the 
same time_3,500 shares of Electric Storage 
Battery stock was turned over to Huhne 
& Co. and its proceeds sent to Mr. Vree- 
land for the account of the street rail- 
way, thus closing out the obligation in- 
curred originally at Mr. Whitney's direc- 
tion. 

In this shape matters stood until the 
Wall and Cortlandt Street Ferries trans- 
action. The details of the repayments, as 
told to the Grand Jury, did not differ 
appreciably from those which were given 
before the Public Service Commission last 
Fall. Mr. Ryan, who was not a witness 
before the Public Service Commission, 
testified that he was out of the State at 
the time that Mr. Whitney arranged for 
the Wall and Cortlandt Street Ferries 
payment, and that his particular $111,000 
check was received by his secretary in 
his absence. On his return, said Mr. 
Ryan, his secretary told him that such a 
check had been received from Mr. Brady, 
and Mr. Ryan thought nothing more of 
the matter because, as he explained, he 
and Mr. Brady were constantly in stock 
deals with each other and sending checks 
for large amounts back and forth. 

Mr. Ryan had been elected to the Board 
of the Metropolitan Securities Company 
when this payment for the Wall and Cort- 
landt Street Ferries Road came up for 
approval as a part of a lump payment 
of about $2,000,000, But he had not quali- 
fied at that time, and testified that the 
first meeting which he attended was in 
August, 1902. In this chain of circum- 
stances the Grand Jury was able to find 
nothing suggesting that -anything un- 
lawful had been committed. 

, 


Light on Political Payments, 
‘The Grand Jury got some interesting 
light on the subject of political payments, 
however, despite the fact that much of 
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the money believed to have been used for 
this purpose could be told| of in detail 
only by Mr. Whitney. It did come out 


in the testimony that on a given day 
during the political campaign of 1 
twenty $1,000 bills were sent by Lemuel 
Ely Quigg, as a messenger, to Benjamin 
B. Odell, then Chairman of the State 
Committee. At the same time that Mr. 
| Quigg started for Republican State Head- 
quarters with the Odell money, another 
messenger, whose name is yet unknown, 
was dispatched with an envelope contain- 
ing $16,700 for Tammany Hall. 

it was testified that Mr. Ryan, Mr. 
| Vreeland, and Mr. Cravath had a confer- 
jence on this subject and that Mr. Ryan 
| Was disposed to favor the contributions, 
| While Mr. Cravath was disposed to doubt 
| Whether the company got its money's 
worth through such expenditure. It was 
held by the Grand Jury that the decision 
|of the courts tin the Perkins case made it 
impossible to attach any criminality to 
these two payments. In the Perkins case 
ie was held that the contribution made 


of the company, because the Directors 
believed that the interests of the New 
York Life as a great investitng institution 
‘would be promoted by the success of the 
Republican Party and its policies of sound 
|snoney and protection. 

When explanation was sought yester- 
| day afternoon as to how this theory 
| could be applied to a case in which pay- 
; ments were made to both political parties 
at the same time, it 
the Republican Party was at that time in 
| control of the State organization, 
| whereas, ‘Tammany Hall was in control 
of the City Government, and it might 
easily be believed that Republican prin- 
ciples were for the benefit of the street 
railway in matters of State administra- 
tion, whereas, Democratic

The check of $37,492.56 with which the 
Metropolitan Securities Company event- 
ually assumed these two payments, with 
interest, on April 1904, was one of a 
list of checks submitted to the Grand 
Jury by William M. Ivins as having been 
turned up, but left unexplained, in the 
traction investigation of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission. This list included a 
series of checks aggregating $22,000, pay- 
able to H. H. Vreeland, over a series of 
five years, and explained to the Grand 
Jury as representing the unvouchered 

petty cash’ disbursements of the Pres- 
ident’s office, 

The Grand Jury thought this was a mod- 
erate sum to be so disbursed by a man in 
Mr. V reeland's position, and had no fault 
Iwo other checks—one of $7,500 
and one of $6,666 -charged to construc- 
tion, were found to be used as a “ secret 
Service fund."’. With these the Grand 
Jury had no quarrel. In Mr. Ivins's list 
there was a check for $40,000 and another 
for $5,000, showing payments of the Met- 
ropolitan Securities money shortly after 
the Wall and Cortlandt Street Ferries 
transaction. Mr. Vreeland testified that 
these payments were allowed by him be- 
cause William C. Whitney told him that 
there were items to be cleared up in the 
amounts stated in connection with the 
Wall and Cortlandt Street Ferries Rall- 
way. That was all Mr, Vreeland knew 
about it. 

The Grand Jury also found that in the 
Fall of 1902 Mr. Whitney had obtained 
from Mr. Vreeland out of the funds of 
the Interurban Street Railway Company, 
$60,000, for supposedly. political purposes 
which he did not explain. This money 
was. refunded by the Metropolitan Securi- 
ties Company the next year. It was in 
1902 that Justice Vernon M. Davis of the 
Supreme Court was elected to the bench.

MILLION WILL, COURT PUZZLE. 
Executors Cannot Interpret the Phra- 


seology of E. Walter’s Document. 


Justice McCall, sitting in Trial Term, 
Part III..of the Supreme Court, will be 
called upon in a few days to determine 
the meaning to be placed on the phrase- 
ology of one of the most unusual wills 
ever presented to a court for construction. 
Emmanuel Walter, the testator, a former 
wealthy merchant of San Francisco, in 
dividing up an estate of a million and a 
half dollars, made possible so many, mis- 
understandings that his two brothers, 
who were appointed executors, have been 


obliged to lay the entire will before the 
court for interpretation. 

One of the most interesting points is the 
creation of a residue fund, which it is be- 
lieved will.amount to more than $900,000, 
for.the ‘‘ support of needy relatives to 
the sixth degree.” The claims of the 

needy” ones are to be determined by 
the executors, the will says, and provided 
for out of the interest of the fund. At 
the end of fifty years the unexpended in- 
terest is to be added to the principal and 
the fund, divided ‘* among the claimants 
to the sixth degree.”’ 

The executors argue that before the 
time for the division arrives they and the 
majority of those who will lawfully be- 
come receivers of the bequests will be 
dead. They want the court to tell them 
what they are going to do about this. 

There are also other points of conten- 
tion, among them determining which 
of the two museums of San Francisco 
Mr. Walter meant. when he left his $50,000 
art collection and $50,000 for its mainte- 
nance to the *“* Art Museum of San Fran- 
cisco.” This is the official name of 
en of them and both have laid claim 

o it. 

Moritz and Isaac Walter, the exectitors, 
have taken the case into court by bring- 
ing suit against. all the many claimants 
under the many clauses of the will. The 
defendants number twenty-five, not in- 
cluding the relatives which come under 
the head of the “to the sixth degree” 
clause. 

There is a fund of $5,000 left to Max 
Hessberg to be “ expended for the aid and 
assistance of the needy reMatives of my 
mother.”’ .Hessberg was a merchant of 
this city and a close friend of Mr. Walter. 
He died soon after the latter and, his ex- 
ecutors also: want instructions.

Still he maintained that he was loyal 
to the King. And he had proved his 
worthiness as an officer by spinning a 
story of how he had left the plans of the 
fort on the sideboard, whence _ they 
had been wantonly purloined. Still he 
was loyal, and thought he ought to be 
acquitted. And the Colonel believed in 
him. When, however, he insisted on re- 
citing the Queen Mab speech from 
“Romeo and Juliet’’ even the Colonel

After Dantel Frohman had watched the 
performance of ‘“ Revizor,’’ interpreted 
yesterday afternoon by the Yale Dra- 
matic Association in the Waldorf-Astoria 
ballroom, he offered Thomas Achelis, Jr., 
who acted the principal rdle, an impor- 
tant part in one of his companies for 
next season.

OF THE MARIONETTES 


People’s Institute May Save His 


Manikin Theatre in Eliz- 
abeth Street. 


A VICTIM OF HIGH ART! 


Old Patrons Quit When He Bought 
~ New Figures, but Public Schools 
May Take Them Up. 


The Drama Committee of the People’s 
Institute, which has the exclusive right 
to advertise theatres in the public schools, 
went down to the Marionettes Theatre, | 
258 Elizabeth Street, last night to see 
the “‘Tales of the Paladins of France,” | 
given there, with a view to placing it 
upon the People’s Institute's list of plays 
recommended for school children. 

To be sure, Signor Antonino Parisi | 
didn’t comprehend exactly what this 
meant. Finally a light began to beeak | 
through when it was explained that the} 
Drama Committee has something to do 
with the bill posters outside of Cooper 
Union. Now he firmly expects that the 
pictures of his marionettes will be placed 
on the billboards of Cooper Union, so 
that many people will come and see the 
“Tales of the Paladins of France ’’—even 
enough to bring in $12 a week, which 
would be a fortune at 258 Elizabeth 
Street, for things have been going rather 
hardly there of late, because Signor 
Parisi takes a strictly “‘art for art’s| 
sake "’ view of his theatre. 

Signor Antonino Parisi is a mechanic 
by trade and he puts all his profits into 
the marionettes. Why? At this ques- 
tion a look of bewilderment came over 
the face of the Sicilian, but Nunzio, the} 
16-year-old son, who does all the English | 


speaking for the family, came to his as- | 

sistance. ‘‘Oh, he don’ know why. He 

just love it.” 

So for years the profits of the me- 
chanic’s trade have been devoted to “ art | 
for art’s sake,’’ and many marionettes 
have been added, till the dramatis per- 
sonae number over 300, of which the 
largest dolls cost over $150 apiece. But 
the Sicilians in Elizabeth Street did not 
approve of this enlargement. They had 
learned to know the old figures, and 
when many new dolls were added the 
plays became beyond their comprehension 
and they deserted to smaller places de- 
voted to giving the public of Elizabeth 
Street what it wants, even as is done} 
on Broadway. 

Very recently however the hand of 
;} judgment has rested upon the base de- 
serters, for as the Parisis will tell you, 
the police have condemned as unsafe the 
buil ing in which their chief competitor 
}was giving his performance. Notwith- 
| standing the misfortune of his rivals, 
“art for art’s sake” at Signor Parisi’s 
| has been having a hard time, although 
neither father nor son dreamed for one}! 
instant of giving it up. Still the lack of 
patronage has made them very unhappy, 
especially Nunzio, the sixteen-year-old 
artist in chief of the theatre. Nunzio 
wants to be a painter, but he isn’t willing 
j}to talk about it, for how can he be an} 
j artist when he can’t have any lessons? 

Although his only teaching has been 
| what he could give himself, Nunzio is the 
;} Only unconsciously pre-Raphaelite in the 
;city. He began by renewing the faces 
jof the dolls as they became worn.

placed on the list of plays recommended 
in the public schools for the sake of their 
historical valtte. Accordingly, last night 
two members of the Drama Committee 
appeared. 

They took their seats in front, one at- 
tentively following from the printed syn- 
opsis of another play, and having a hard 
time to make it fit. The other trusted to 
the broken English of an Italian specta- 
tor, who explained succinctly: ‘‘ He—the 
old man, the King—have daughter; want 
her to marry.

MORE GOLD ENGAGEMENTS 


Time Money Rates Fall Under Accumu- 
lating Deposits—Grain Prices 
Up, Cotton Down. 


The resumption of business on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday after the triple holl- 
day brought no marked changes in the 
character of the trading. In point of 
volume, transactions were little heavier 
than those of the business days of last 
week, or the preceding week for that 
matter, and the activity of a small group 
of professional traders was conspicuous. 
Prices, however, were distinctly heavy. 
For this there was no explanation in the 
day’s news, which had to do mainly with 
the engagement of $500,000 gold for ex- 
port, in addition to the $2,000,000 taken last 
week; sharp declines in rates for time 
loans; a rise in wheat prices and a break 
in cotton quotations. Somewhat heavier 
than the rest of the market were the 
specialties which figured so, prominently 
in the trading of the early days of last 
week. Interborough-Metropolitan stocks 
and bonds fell away; Third Avenue de- 
clined in similar fashion, and the numer- 
ous pool favorites of one kind and an- 
other suffered under realizing sales. The 
rise in wheat appeared to be nothing more 
than a reaction from the low prices made 
some days ago under the influence of the 
unexpectedly good news from the crop 
areas. At least the grain markets had 
little more than this to offer in the way 
of explanation. One factor in the ad- 
vance was doubtless found in the decrease 
in the world’s shipments, the total being 
6,700,006 bushels, or some 50 per cent. 
under the figures for the corresponding 
week of last year. The decline of $1.50 
a bale in prices on the Cotton Exchange 
was likewise without definite explanation, 
but the disposition there was to attribute 
the movement to bearish operations by 
speculators in connection with sales by 
Liverpool, these reflecting the small 
trade in cotton cloths. The stock market 
here was without inspiration from BHuro- 
pean markets, all Bourses there being 
closed for the Easter Monday holiday. 

Saturday’s bank statement, with its in- 
crease of $11,750,000 in cash under the 
average system, and its showing of a 
cash surplus at the close of the week of 
some $53,000,000, which is only $5,000,000 
under the highest surplus of 1904, al- 
though well under the $111,000,000 of Feb- 
ruary, 1894, throws light enough on the 
day’s gold engagement, as well as on the 
decline in time money rates. Dull busi- 
ness is driving interlor money to tifis city 
to seek the 2 per cent. rate which the 
banks here pay upon the country bal- 
ances, and the accumulation naturally 
forces declines in interest rates. The out- 
ward movement of gold, which so far 
amounts to only $2,500,000, will have to 
be substantial indeed to create uneasiness, 
The intentions of the Treasury Depart- 
ment as regards withdrawals of United 
States deposits have not been made known, 
but unless the policy is to recall heavy 
amounts the gold movement will hardly 
be affected.

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“TOPICS. IN WALL STREET. 


- Optimism Before the Fact. 


Before the opening of the market yes- 
terday sentiment appeared to be very bad- 
ly mixed, but”the opening quotations and 
subsequent development .of strength 
changed some of the doubtful ones into 
optimists with the result that the pre- 
vailing feeling at the end of the first 
hour and during the greater part of the 
forenoon session was hopeful. This specu- 
wyve hopefulness. seemed to be based 
primarily on the theory that the powers 
that be in the speculative world had de- 
eided that prices should be advanced to 
a higher level, and those who accepted 
that situation strengthened their views by 
the assertion that the impending issue of 
bonds was in itself a logical explanation 
of a sure betterment in prices. As a 
matter of fact, those who were bullish on 
the market appeared to disregard un- 
favorable influences and eliminated them, 
or explained them by the suggestion that 
they were not really serious. It might be 
said that the reaction in the afternoon 
scarcely served to modify the optimism of 
those committed to the long side. Those 
who looked on without bias simply re- 
garded the market as professional without 
any definite trend, so that at the close 
there were probably three parties in the 
limit of ranks of the active speculators.

Inspiration for Bears. 

Every bear was fortified yesterday to 
combat all optimistic assertions made by 
those who did not agree with him that 
the market should recede very sharply. 
First of all the developments over the 
holidays were cited, and then the un- 
certainty of business and politics were em- 
phasized. The developments in the labor 
world were uniformly used by those com- 
mitted to lower prices, and the various 
resolutions by the labor leaders were 
pointed to as ominous. The killing of the 
Aldrich bill was another ‘morsel for the 
bear element. Then there were the gold 
exports, the possibility of trouble be- 
tween Italy and Turkey, or France and 
Turkey, and the absence of bond activity. 
Furthermore, the floor reports had it 
that there was very little activity in the 
loan crowd. Unofficial reports had it 
that many railroads were experiencing 
very poor business. The Erie earnings 
came out in confirmation. Here were 
enough items to stimulate any bear, but 
when the market opened up his faith 
‘weakened a bit.

Discussing Bond Outlook. 


Some’ of the advices from Chicago yes- 
terday told of a distinct improvement in 
bonds there, and details were given 
which would indicate that the market for 
investment securities was improving daily. 
Not all the dispatcheS were unanimous 
in this respect, and some suggested that 
while there had been some betterment 
there was nothing to justify any belief 
in the permanence of the improvement. 
Somewhat similar reports were received 
from Boston, and part of the gossip had 
to do with a suggestion of activity and 
better prices here. One of the best in- 
formed men of the Street gave his ideas 
of the situation in this fashion: “This 
bond market has no general trend, Its 
development is from day to day. One 
might take the general market of the 
past two weeks and say that there had 
been animprovement. It must not be for- 
gotten, however, that this comparison 
would be with the preceding two or three 
weeks, and would have little value. 
you take a period of absolute apathy and 
compare a period of slight improvement 
i will show to the benefit of the latter. 


But if you compare present conditions | 


with ordinary times of activity in the 
bond market there is nothing very jstimu- 
lating in it. The element of permanence, 
either in activity or price, is not in evi- 
dence. It is a little too early for optim- 
ism.”

Harmonious Steel Meeting. 

Interest in the annual mecting of the 
Stee] Corporation was not very keen, 
even though it had been stimulated a lit- 
tle by the talk of a possible row on the 
question of bonuses. When the official 
statement was made that the meeting had 
been entirely harmonious it was accepted 
as a matter of course, and gossip re- 
verted to the possible showing of earnings 
for the first quarter of the present year, 
the unfilled orders on hand on April 1, 
and the chances for the maintenance of 
prices for the various products.
